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STEEL AT BRIDGE 
ON WEDNESDAY 


One Shift Laying Three Miles Per 
Day—At the Base Line Crossing 
Saturday. 


The G. T. P. track-laying gang will 
reach the Clover Bar bridge on Wed- 
nesday night and the first train of the 
new trapscontinental line will prob- 
ably pull into Edmonton sometime on 
Thursday, 

A Bulletin representative journeyed 
mut the base line on Saturday after- 
noon and found the track-laying ma- 
chine working directly where the base 
line is crossed by the G. T. P. grade, 
which point is just ten miles from 
the Clover Bar bridge. The gang of 
nearly two hundred men laid a little 
over three miles of track on Saturday, 
having begun in the morning at two 
o'clock and worked until shortly after 
three in the afternoon. Sinee the 
gang left Tofiekd they have been 
working only one shift a day, so three 
miles a day is about their limit. At 
this rate the Clover Bar bridge should 
be reached late Wednesday night. 

The tracks are already laid on the 
bridge and from the bridge west to the 
packing plant. 

Tofield is now the scene af opera- 
tions for the ‘ballasting gang. They 
are capable of covering ground faster 
then the track-laying gang and will 
be close behind by the time the 
bridge is reached, 

The grade has been used as a trail 
during the winter and spring and is 
not in the best of condition. This 
does not at all inconvenience — the 
track boss as he has the line laid ac- 
cording to the surveyors’ stakes re- 
gardless of the irregularity of the 
eurface. It is left for the ballasting 
gang to put the road into good run- 
ning shape,

It is not known if he has realized his 
hope of discovering the richest gold 
field in the world He left the police 
post at Cape Fullertony Hudson Bay. 
in January, 1906, with the two Eeski- 
mos, intending to pueh to the Copper 
Mine River and on to the Mackenzie 
River. He sent a letter to his family 


in tAugnet, 1906, from Chesterfield 
Inlet and from that time nothing 
more was heard from him The let- 


ter was carried south by a party of 


Eskimos returning from a musk-ox 
bunt. Two years ago Eskimos = re- 
ported that Caldwell and = his two 


companions were dead, Articles be- 
longing to the men were picked up 
and it was believed they had perish 
ed from cold, 

Now, however, it develope that the 
party came éafely through all dan- 
gers and there is intense interest 
here over the news Caldwell! brings of 
hie gold hunting He headed into 
territory never before entered by 
white men and his journey will have 
a geographical value apart from the 
possibility of his having found gold,

Judge Lindsey Has a Few Words to 
Say to College Presidents and 
@ Professors. 


Denver, Col, July 10—The most 
dangerous crimes against the state 
have not come from the ordinary or 
ignorant criminal, thief or burglar, 
but from men from the high echoola 
and universities, declared Judge Ben 
RB. Lindsay, in an address before the 
N. FE. A. convention, The juvenile 
judge iurther sald: “The apologies of 
pious plutogages (which includes some 
college presidents) for the lawlessness 
of plutocrats, whose bounties they 
have shared, are doing more in this 
country to inflame the passions of 
the envious, the ignorant and debased 
and to raise up anarchy than all the 
ravings of all the demagogues and 
Emma Goldmans. If the vile monster 
of anarchy flames and hisses it ia 
largely because of the injustice and 
evil thatmen do. Just as some of the 
courageous college professors are 
strengthening the morals of the youth 
of the nation in fearlessly pointing 
out evil in high places regardless uf 
consequences, so among the greatest 
debauchers of the morals of the 
youth of this nation are these college 
presidents who become apologists ‘ur 
rich criminals "

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THE PRESIDENT 
OF THE DUMA 


St. Petersburg, June 15—M. Nicho- 
las Khomiakov, president of the 
Doma, has passed tlritty-five years of 
his life in the publie service and had 
attained the rank entitling him to be 
addressed as “his excellency’”’ before 
the Duma came into being, but he 
prefers, now as ever, to Bé known as 
the “Squire of Lapetsk,” his charming 
estate in the province of Smolensk. 
To the Russian ear the name Khom- 


iskov has much the same ring us the 


historic surnames Cecil, Harcourt, 
Verney, Neville to the Englishman, 
and for the same reasons, service 


through many generations to the 
sovereign of their country. In the 
last generation a Khomiakov, after 
the usuai period of military service in 
which he won high rank during the 
wars in which he took part, develep- 
ed a. poetic genius that added a new 
lustre to the name and enriched Rus- 
sian litefature with some of the great- 
est productions of their kind. From 
this Khomiakov, his father, the pre- 
sident of the third Duma, doubtless 
derives his happy gift of expression 
which in his native language may be 
best described as “raey of the soil,” 
but is not fost in any other of the 
three European languages, all of 
which M. Khomiakov, like most. of 
the best ‘nobles’ ‘of Russia ,speaks 
famtiiarly. Unlike too many of his 
equals is M. Khomiakov in another 
respect; he has the instincts cf the 
landed proprietor as we understand 
them in England; by choice he lives 
on his estate and administers it with 
an intimate knowledge of all details 
that is unfortunately by no means so 
common among the “nobles” of Rus- 
sia as in the same cless elsewhere in 
the world. Whether as head of a de- 
partment of the povernment or, lat- 
terly, as president of Russia’s first 
successful experiment in parliamente, 
M. Khomiakov’s heart is with the 
lands he holds in trust from his fore- 
fathers, and has never yearned for 
the commoner ambitions of his claas, 
distinctions at the Emperial  eourt 
and the interminable ante-chambering 
idle life such ambitione involve to 
the ruin of that class which should be 
the backbone of every well-regulated 
kingdom, Yet the president of the 
Duma, or rather M. Khomiakov, as 
president of the Duma, is unmistak- 
ably very high in favor with his sove- 
reign, There is as yet no established 
etiquette regulating the relations of 
the sovereign and the presidenta &f 
the legislative chambers, but M. Kho- 
miakov has secured, thanks to his 
personal charm, the prestige of many 
precedents; whenever it seems good 
to the president of the Dura to re- 
port progr@ss to the emperor of all 
the Russias, he requests an audience, 

and jit is granted with a celerity that 
is eloquent of much in a land where 
the sovereign is hedged round with 
innumerable walls of Byzantine eti- 


quette, And the audience is always 
a prolonged on, only once, I be- 
lieve, under the thour, and of late 


generally much longer. In this trans. 
ition period between the old regime 
and the new the emperor of Russia, 
one of the most conscientious of sove- 
reigns in his fulfilment of his duties, 
is a sadly overdriven aan, yet he 
finds time to hold M. Khomiakov in 
converse for as much as an hour and 
a half at a time, at intervals which 
are becoming shorter and shorter as 
the Duma progresses on its hopefal 
way, 

To my request to give the readers 
of this brief article a little state- 
ment of the position now attained in 
Russia by constitutional ideas and 
practice, M. Khomiakov responded as 
follows: 

“The Duma is sometimes a little 
misunzlerstood in countries where con. 
stitutional rule has become the habit 
of generations and centuries. We are 
not the government of Russia. The 
idea of ruling by the votes of the 
people’s representatives, though it! 
partialiy existed in Russia in early 
times, has been in abeyance for many 
centuries. Therefore the Duma, be- 
fore it can fulfil the task that is set 
before it, has much to do in training 
the nation. I believe the Duma is 
doing its most useful work at the 
present moment in educating, train- 
ing, the nation—and the nation, in 
our case ,is a very complex entity in- 
deed. Uf you would seek a fair parallel 
to the true meaning of ‘all the Rus- 
sias’ I do not know that you could 
jind it anywhere in the world outside 
your own empire, If you can imagine 
an English Duma representing, more 
or less fully, all the races over whom 
the flag of England flies you would 
still have to add to that idea, in order 
properly to appreciate some of the 
difficulties we have to deal with, the 
important fact that not a boy or girl 
in their teens, to say nomine of 


adults, has ever lived ander or known 
any other form of goverament thon 
that of absolute power cxated an 


an endless chain fram the tirene to 
the village elder, We have, therefore. 
first and foremost to educate the na- 
tion. The third Duma is constantly 
tapnted with truckling to authority ; 
that is quite a wrong view of what is 
being dane, The shorthived predeces- 
sora of the third Duma also set out 
to educate the nation, but they began 
at the wrong end, with rlts that 
did not make for that * ability which 
must be the end and aim of all good 
government, We have set before us 
another task, and I am satisfied that 
we are successiully accomplishing it. 
We have continued to exist for over 
eighteen months and the government 
ot Russia, which is quite outside the 
Duma, is growing accustomed to us, 
ha? found it possible to work with us, 
to admit us to deeper and deeper in- 
sight into the complicated machinery 
of & government that has existed for 
ecnturies and must necessarily accom- 
modate itself slowly to an altoge sther 
new set of conditions. There is some- 
thing always very fascinating to a 
mob in the absolute power of auto- 
ecracy anad it is perhaps more diffi- 
cult for Russians then for other na- 
tions to understand why the empetor 


dees not ‘with a stroke of the pen’ 
abolish this or that, establish that 
and the other—in the good old way.

But that way is not the way of con 
stitutionaliem, which is very siaw 
and not at all showy in its pior- sea. 
We have not made all the Ruesian 
blacks white in a couple of sessions, 
and if we had succeeded in «(nang 8&0 
nothing is more certaim than that 
every white would very soon Lecome 
a black again. 

T think the progress. we hove made 
in the last session is satisfactory. I 
do not mean that the Duma |as -od- 
denly eet right a great many “: the 
wrongs that are always so ciay to 
find in any country: we have not 
the power to do that. But our debates 
have very frankly, perhaps too ‘ra, k. 
ly, disclosed the existence of things 
which should not exist in a well 
regulated community, and all men are 
thinking over what has been sail 
That, I take it, is the true essence of 
constitutional government after all, 
It is having its effect in a marked 
way already. I do not know whether 
you have noticed the change of tone 


that has come over the extreme 
Rights, the party that T once called 
the “revolutionaries of the Right” 


(i.e., the Black Gang). I am inelin- 
ed to date the change from the mo- 
nent when the emperor granted an 
audience to one of their leading mem. 
bers. Since that time they have un- 
dergone a certain evolution, and ore 
interested in such questions as the 
economic improvement of the nation, 
where formerly they busied themselves 
with the superfluous task of defending 
‘ure ey} JO ourRU ayy UL AonIoOjNN eUy 
peror and in defiance, actually, of the 
expressed wishes of his majesty. 
They are now subsiding into a much 
more useful aphere of activity and 
there is much promise in that change. 
I am periectly satisfied myself that 
the emperor ie entirely in favor of 
our constitution, I cannot, of course, 
tell you what his majesty has eaid 
to me op the subject, but I think you 
must see, everyone must see, that the 
head of the state in Russia, in ail that 
concerns his own actions, is a con- 
siituli®nal indiiaich. Tt remaina for 
us to slowly and surely build up to 
the example set us by the emperor. 
Men's natures are not changed by a 
‘stroke of the pen,’ and our chief task 
is to develop constitutional ideas in 
natures that have never known any- 
thing else in practice but the prin- 
ciples of absoluteism. Tt takes time, 
but it will not take us centuries, nor 
even, I believe, generations, for we 
are a people readily receptive of new 
ideas. The danger is lest we go too 
fast and fail to retain sufficient hold 
upon what we win. Meantime the 
government of Russia must go on, 
the daily needs must be met in the 
old ways wherever and whenever the 
process of development that we are 
promoting has not yet gone far enough 
to ensure due compliance with dhe 
inethods of the new ideas. Remember 
agein that the Duma represents as 
many nationatities as are to be found 
within your owy wide empire, even 
our newspapers appear in forty odd 
different janguages, and only our 
chitdren under five 
beginning life in the new way, the | 
reat of ua, and especially all those 
who have been engaged all their lives 
in one or other branch of the gov- 
ernment of Russia, of all the Russias, 
must come to the best compromise we 
can with our habits of thought and 
action, moving slowly ‘nd cautiously 
that we may avoid a new upheaval. It 
is not voleanic action that gives the 
power to move our steam engines, nor 
do sudden changes in the state make 
for real gress. We want, and I be- 
lieve we dre already beginning to get 
the slow monotonous action of day- 
light everywhere to store up for wu 
the energy that shall make our pro- 
grees astiug ™ ;

;Car Shot Through Fence and Killed 
Occupants, 


Montreal, July 9.—A double fatal- 
ity occurred in the running of the) 
filth event on the programme of the| 
firet day’s racing of the Automobile | 
Club of Canada this afternoon. | 
Running through the back stretch at, 
a rate of close to a mile a minute, a 

GO-horse power Stearn’s car plunged 
right through the outer fenee and 
hurled J. K. Katchelder, of Newport, 
Vt., and James Twohy, of this city, 
to almost instant geath. Biéchel- 
der was driving the car and Twohy 
vecupied the seat to his left and was 
acting as his mechanie. Batchelder 
died while being carried to the am 
bulance, while Twohy passed away a 
few minutes later, being removed to 
the Roval Victoria Hospital. 

Batchelder’s body presented a grue- 
some sight, as he wis impaled by a 
large splinter of the fence through 
which the car dashed madly. The 
moment the car struck the tence the 
two men were hurled from their seats 
high in the air and fell almost 
directly below the spot where the car 
left the track. A burst tire is} 
thought to have led to the moment- 
ary loss of control which was met 


with such horrible results. 

The eighth lap of the race, which 
was for gasoline stock cars for 10 
miles, and which drew the largest

Batchelder and Twohy 
worked on their car all last night 
fitting it up for the race. When the 
car was examined after the accident 
it was found that the front axle wae 
broken, although it is more than pro- 
bable that this break occurred after 
the smash, 


MINNESOTA VILLAGE WRECKED. 


Several Killed, Many Injured, Build- 
ings Wrtcked and Crops Ruined. 


Mortonville, Minn,, July 11.—Sev- 
eral persone were killed, many in- 


jured, buildings demolished, fields of 
grain just maturing swept bare, and 
other damages done in a tornado 


that ravaged western Minnesota late 
this afternoon. This village of 2,000 
inhabitants bore the brunt of the 
storm’s fury. Three persone were in- 
stantly killed and this list may oe 
enlarged when the debris which 1it- 
ters the town is cleared away.Late to- 
night a special train carryiwg physi- 
cians and nurses arrived over the St. 
Paul road. 

At the last breath of the 
fury a string of work cars sheltering 
100 workmen were lifted from the 


track and crashed into 9 nearby 
dwelling house. From the mass ot! 
bodies three Italians have been re- 


covered while 19 others were found 
to have been seriously if not fatally 
injured, 

In the residential part of the town 
luildings were blown to pieces, many 
frightened occupants seeking protee- 
tion in basements only to become 


buried beneath shattered timbers, 
Many rescues have been effected, One 
family was rescucd with the ercep- 


tion of a little gir, and half a hun- 
dred men are working desperately 
throughout the night in the hope of: 
getting her out alive. 

At Big Stone 15 houses were shut- 
tered into kindling wood, a railway 
coal shed swept away, and the coal 
swept about like 40 much chaff and 
several small warehouses were 
wrecked, W. E. Chamberlain, a 
farmer living a few miles outside of 


Big Stone, was killed and his _resi- 
dence, together with every building 
on the place, ruined. His family os- 


caped injury.
